New authority for administrative flexibility indJocaJ control has been granted 
to local governing boards by the enactment of AB 777, Chapter 100 of 1981. Broad 
yarver aujhprity and provisions allowing the coordination of up^to'eleven 
specified cajegoriqaJ programs will allow governing boaVds to operate schools «Tnd 
school districts in a manner reflective of local Community needs. 

The CSBA Waiver and Coordination Task Force proudly presents the following 
statement as a challenge to local governing b6ards to use the ,waiver and 
coordination provisions of AB 777 as a means of expressing cqjnmunfty desires

As of January V, 1982, virtually all pcovislons of the Education Code of the S|a(e 
of California can be waived at the request of local governing hoards with the , 
approval of the State Board of Education. 

* Article 2 of AB 777, Chapter 100 of 1981, .truly is a breath of fresh air.The . 
intent of the Legislature is to focus the authority to exercise fiscal and 
programrhatic flexibility at the local level. Those closest to the problems are the 
ones who can best sol^e them. ■ - . 

The waiver and coordination features of sections^ of AB 777 are to be used to 
improve the quality of classroom Instruction and allow for more effective fiscal 
management, and need not be feared by boards, administrators, staff or parents.* 

The State Legislature has j^ogni*ed th# local board trustees must have the • 
' authority to serve the need^fcthe stydents in their districts. For the firs! time, the 
State Board of Education carries the burden of proof as to why a waiver request^ 
or coordination plan developed at the local level should be denied. 

Almost the entire State Education Code may be waived beginning JarTuary 1, 
1982. Under AB 777, state testing requirements, immunization programs, class size, 
the priority offering process for the sale, lease or exchange of property, bilingual * . 
education, mandatory attendance age, square footage constraints, Sntt^district 
attendance appeals process, bidding for contracts, etc., may be waived at the 
" request of local boards. # .•„■'* 

The local governing board can apply for a waiver on behalf of a single school 
site/multiple sites or on a district wide basis. The waiver can be personalized to , * 
meet the needs of one school or th$ broader needs of the entire district-In the 
case where an application applies only to a specific site or sites, the approved 
waiver may not automatically apply to any other school'site. 

There is no limit to the number of Education Code provisions which can be 
waived. We have won the abilitybo exercise local control! 

' Local school boards interested in exploring Waivers as a -means of achieving 
local educational goals should, through the superintendent: 

1. Work with the management team to identity-sections of the EducatiorKftode 
that:, ' 

a. weaken the educational thrust towards accomplishing district goals or, 
add costs that detract from the best use of personnel and funds to meet 
educational goals. 

2. Implement an appropriate public process for community input, including the 
participation of parents£>eachers, staff, administrators and students. 

Local boards have the ultimate responsibility and authorityto seek waivers by 
submitting requests to the State Board of Education* If a lodal governing board 
decides to request a waiver, a simple form from the Department of Education 
must' be completed for submission to the State Board of Education with a short 
explanation of why the waiver is being sought. 

: From~lhe^at e o f rec e ipt b y^thfc^tate-Bepafttn^ r ~ 

Board has up to two meetings to act upon the request. 
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Local board waiver requests of Education Code(sejt:tions will be granted based 
on the district's ongoing ability to adequately address the educational n^ds of 
their students and provided that the approval of the waiver would not 
substantially increase state costs. If the State Board grants the waiver it shall be for 
a period up'to two years. If the State Board denies the request, written 
justification must 6e provided to the local board. If the request is denied, the 
^tate Boardf must make a specific finding as to the reason for the denial. If the 
State Board fails to aqt by the second regular meeting date from receipt of the 
waiver request, .the waiver shall 6e deemed approved for a one ear period. 

All indications at this time are that the Department is open to the new waiver 
provisions and is gearing up to respond to requests. Many board members'and 
administrators have expressed their interest in the waiver process. They # shoulcf 
not feel discouraged to proceed because of past negative experiences with th£ 
cumbersome procedures and regulations of the State Department of Education * 
and the State Board of Education*. * 

Once the forms are submitted to the State Board of Education they will be sent 
to the State- Department of Education^Office of Policy rtfiaiysis and Special, 
Projects. The Department unit responsiBle;for the Education Gpde sections to be 
affected will comment on the waiver requests. The final d^dsion about State 
Department recommendations will be made by the appropriate Deputy ■ ^ • 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. Because the conditions for denial are 
limited,, virtually all waiver requests should receive recommendations for approval, 
because the expressed intent of the Legislature is to place the major responsibility 
i for the governance of educational programs at the local level. Any 
recommendations tt> the State Board for denial Will be accompanied by an ' 
explanation directly related to provisions enumerated ir^ AB 777 (Explanation m 
subsequent sections of this publication and in AB 777, Attachment A). 

AB 777 reflects the legislature's attempt to be responsive to the frustration g 
educators feel H with Education Code restrictions and mandates which have blocked 
local governing boards frorfi making policy decisions reflecting community 
interests and priorities. It is incumbent upon lo<:al boards to use the waiter 
provisions wisely and well/and ^demonstrate educational leadership. - 

^ Local board members, administrators, teachers, staff, and parents should be 
.encouraged by the fact that the overwhelming majority of waiver requests under 
SIP, Miller Unruh, Bilingual, Special Education, etc., have been approved with 
little fanfare in the past. , 

The Task Force recommends that if a waiver request goes to the State Board 
with a disapprove or without an approval recommendation from the State 
Department of Education, that the local governing board be; prepared to advocate 
the district and community positiort to the State Board. 

* The State Board has bken granted new authority by Jhe Legislature in AB 777 
and local board members must become effective lobbyists concerning the 
decisions made in the waiver process. Al^ boards should contact local legislators 
about their .waiver request as the Legislature is interested in the State Board's 
ability to adequately meet the needs of Ideal districts with the new waiver 

authority. * r .

^Artide^J of Chapter 100 addresses the coordination of school based programs. 
The Legislature in enactmg'this Chapter struck a compromise betw.een those who 

•want strong categorically funded programs and A thosfe who want'block grant funds. 
Artide 3 sustains the concept of categorical programs while*enha/-icing the local 
control and flexibility for which Individual school districts Jiave fought. Article 3 . 
allows the>gpverning board to coordinate two or more categorical programs and 
to make funding decisions based';on a local/school site perspective and not on a 
state prescription. The ^provision of Article 3 covers 11 programs including School 
Improvement, Econpmic .Impact Aifr-State Compensatory Education, Milj^r-Unruh 
reading, Gifted and Talented, Schdbl Site Special' Education, Conservation^

* ^-Prior to submission of a plan under Article 3, a school site council must first 
determine whether or not it chooses to participate. If no school site council exists

The most attractive feature of this article is that the creativity and initiative of

as a means of allowing rfiaximUm use of human and fihandaf resou/ces. Because 
many resource services and prbgram specific aides are funded with categorical 
dollars, a coordinated approach at the school site might allow all personnel to
